PROVINCIAL UNIVERSITY. 

Preliminary Meeting to Take the Initia- 
tory Steps la the Matter. 

At the invitation of Mayor Grant, a 
number of influential gentlemen assem- 
bled in the city ball yesterday afternoon 
for the purpose of discussing the advisa- 
bility of framing u scheme for flic es- 
tablishment of a provincial university in 
Victoria. Among those present were: 
BislionCndge, licvs.JMessrs. I'.MoF. Mr- 
Lend, LVJemiSj Dr. Raid, D. Eraser, W. 
Uoltnn.J. R.StarrundRiigg; Aids. Good- 
acre, McKillioau.and Harrison; 1). \V. 
Higgins, M.P.lV'j'nistees'C. Huj'ward, 
Col. Wolfeinleu, ami II. F. Heister 
man, W. Kisiier, N. Shakespeare, M. 
Strouss, A. C. I'Mimnnerfelt, .losliuti 
Davies, Dr. Milne, T. Kurnes, H. H. 
Helmcken, J. S. Yates, A. Wilson tin. I 
others. 

The ineotillg was called to order by 
the Mayor, and ho was unanimously j 
voted to the chair. In a few remarks J 
he explained tho object of the meeting, 
and said that ho was thoroughly insym- ! 
pathy with the movement to establish a ! 
university, lie believed thai the time 
had como when such an institution was 
tl necessity, in no other way could tin' . 
higher education of those who graduated 
From the high sohooU tio secured. Ho 
was pleased to see.sq representative a 
fathering, and would lirstask Hev. Mr, 
AlcLcod to udvatiue his ideas on (he 
question. 

Rev, I'. McF. McLeod said, lii- inter 
ost in this question had been deepened 
by his recent visit to the east, when the 
question was often put to him : "Is 
there a prospect of a University in Vic- 
toria ?" He- believed they were all 
agreed that a Provincial University was 

needed in the interest of the Province at 
large. British L'olunibia is the only 
Province in the Dominion that is with 
out a University, and while our populu 
lion is not large, the bulk of our people 
are of the class who desire 
college education for their chi! 
dren. He went on to show the ad- 
vantage to the city of having such an 
institution and gave it as his opinion 
that no more suitable site for a univer- 
sity could be found on the Pacific 
Coast. Ho referred to the cost and in 
convenience of Bending youths to the 
Mast or to England for their college 
education, ami said that many parents 
had reluctantly given up the hope of 
giving a college education to their boys 
on these accounts. lie pointed out 
that the college must be thoroughly tin 
sectarian, open to both sexes, and llitisl 
comprise in its curriculum a scientific 
course, including instruction in agricul- 
ture, mining, mechanics, and civil on- ] 
gineering. lie also considered that 
there should be a normal department, 
for the training of teachers. He saw 
no difficulties in the way which need j 
hinder the carrying out of the scheme, 
and fell sure of its success. He had no 
doubt the city would bo ready to give 
generous aid and that many of the pri | 
vate citizens would desire to have their 
names linked with the founding of a 
great educational institution in our 
beautiful city. 

Mr. Higgins said that the question 
of establishing a university was one that 
lie had warmly advocated for sonic years 
past. There was every reason to be- 
lieve that a university could be success- 
fully inaugurated and carried on in this 
province. It would do away with the 
necessity at pretent existing for sending 
children to tile cast for a college 

education, and there were many reasons 
why this latter was objectionable. He 
would aid the present, movement in 
every possible way.

legislation looking towards the estab- 
lishment of a provincial university. 

Mayor Grant — Mo; but tho lands of 
the province are in the hands of the 
government still. 

Reverend Mr. Bolton was in 
favor of a university . With 
a number of others lie had been 
working to establish an Episcopal col- 
legiate institute, and he had often won- 
dered how the education therein ob- 
tained was to be perfected. This diffi- 
culty would lie overcome by the uni- 
versity, and the graduates from other 
sectarian colleges and from the high 
schools Would also find in a university 
the means by which they could perfect 
thoir education. The success of bis 
own scheme, he was pleased to state, 
was assured, and they hoped to erect a 
suitable building in the course of a few 
months. The university project had 
his hearty sympathy. 

Dr. Milne stiid as they seemed unani- 
mous ill favor of a university lie 
(bought il would now lie their work to 
appoint a committee to arrange details, 
anil to prepare' a charter for submission 
in the legislature.

Mr. licistermun said thai, with other 
trustees, he had waited upon the provin- 
cial .secretary some time ago on thin 
matter. That gentleman bud informed 
them that he was averse to locking up 
the lands of the province. 

Mr. Hayward said that Mr. Heister- 
man had misunderstood the purport of 
the interview. The provincial .secretary 
hud stated that, lie thought the hotter 
way to aid a university would be by 
giving a lump sum instead of lauds. 
The trustees had corresponded with 
various universities of the continent on 
the question, and had collected a large 
amount of valuable information. 

Hev. Mr. Macleod thought that the 
better way would he to go to the 
government amply prepared to carry 
out the scheme when seeking a 
charter. It was perhaps too much to 
ask a government to take a position on 
the question at such an early stage. 

The following motion was then read: 

Moved by Dr. ti. I.. Milne, seconded 
by Joshua Davies, that it is desirable to 
establish a university in this city, to be 
called tin- University of British Co- 
lumbia, tor the object of general instruc- 
tion and education in all the depart 
incuts of science, literature, art, indus- 
trial pursuits, and special instruction 
for the professions of agriculture, me- 
chanical arts, mining, military science, 
civil engineering, law, medicine and 
commerce. 

Rev. 1). Kraser was deeply indebted 
to his worship for calling the meeting. 
It was what ho wanted to see for the 
past four or live years— a beginning. 
Admirable though our present school 
system was, it was incomplete. The 
scholars wlio gnuluuted from the high 
schools did not know where they were, 
and it was only by the aid of a univer- 
sity that their education could he made 
perfect. He thought, with other gen- 
tlemen, that the institution should 
be provincial and non-sectarian, though 
it did not follow thai it should be ir- 
religious in order to be non-secturian. 
In connection with the university there 
should bit a normal school, for until a 
training school for teachers was in ex- 
istence, the youths of the province 
would never be in a position to take the 
highest positions in the teaching stall'. 
He was glad last spring to know lhat a 
liberal oiler of land had been made for 
the university on the Wark 
estate. He had considered the mat- 
ter, and thought that if the 
site Mas contributed, the city erected 
the buildings, 8100,000 endowed by 
wealthy cit izens, and SIO.IMK) a year 
secured from tho Government, or a land 
grant instead, the scheme could be suc- 
cessfully carired out. The establish. 
Ilieilt 01 a University in Victoria would 
greatly benefit the city, and its citizem 
should subscribe liberally towards it. 
He thought the resolution moved by Dr. 
Milne covered too much ground, and 
would idler the following amendment, 
seconded by Mr. Higgins: 

"That 'his meeting strongly affirms 
the desirability of the establishment of 
a Provincial University, to be located 
in or near ibis city, and that a com- 
mittee bo appointed to draft a suitable 
scheme for the establishment of such an 
institution, and to report to a public 
meeting to be called by- His Worship 
the .Mayor.

The Danube, Theiss and other rivers are 
literally filled with floating debris, in 
which are mingled bodies of hundreds 
of men, women and children, together 
with carcases of animals.

Mrs. Demack was ar- 
rested. She claims she meant to shoot 
one of the women, but her husband in- 
terfered and she accidentally shot him. 
Demack corroborates this story, while 
the women of the house say she deliber- 
ately shot her husband.

Nkw Yowc, July 2!). — The Journal 
publishes a story to the effect that the 
notorious Madame Restelle, who was 
supposed to have committed suicide at 
her Fifth avenue mansion, in IS78, to 
avoid trial of indictments for mal- 
practice, is -alive and residing in Paris, 
and that the body with the throat cut 
which was found in the bath tub at the 
time and said to have been that of the 
inadaine, was in reality that of a woman 
who had died while being treated in 
mat lame's house, and whose throat had 
been cut after death.

It is 
said that on Miss Bedford's death her 
property is to revert lo relatives of her 
former muster.

Captain 
McLean was warned, mill there aro 
twenty-two more Briti ;h Columbia 
scaling ships in I.. hring's Sea 
lialilo to seizure at any moment 
What are vessels sailing under the 
lit itish flag to ill under such circum- 
stances'.' 1m th:t .iag no longer a pro 
tection to them while pursuing their 
lawful aviH- it in on t lie high seas V Are 
British subjects, who have broken no 
law, wiii. ne encroaching upon no part 
of the soil acknowledged lobe United 
St.ues territory by their government, to 
be subjected to loss both of liberty ant 
properly because a foreign power niakoi 
it claim which is manifestly ami no 
loi iously absurd, and which it does not 
even attempt to substantiate V Not 
only does the government of Great 
Britain refuse to acknowledge the claim 
of the United States to exclusive juris 
diction over Behring's Sea, but Ameri- 
can cili/.i-ns themselves scout at the 
pretension, and declare it to be utterly 
groundless. We have no hesitation in 
saying that under the circumstances the 
action of the cruiser Bush is neither 
mine nor less than authorized piracy 
The Bush has no more right to sei/.e 
British ships on the high seas in that 
part of the I'acilic Ocean than a vessel 
owned by the Alaska Trading Company 
or by a .San Francisco merchant, 'i'l 
only ditloreilCOkis lhat the United Stat 
tiovcrumeilt is strong enough to rob 
British ships with impunity, and indi 
vidual American citizens are not. But 
the act, whether committed by an in 
dividual or a Government, is robbery. 

What makes the conduct of the Uni 
ted States Government less excusable, 
is that it showed by the course it took 
last year that it considered its 
claim untenable. Vessels sealing 
in Bell tiig's sen last season were not 
liiQUsUd. British Columbia merchants 
taking this as an indication that the 
United Stales did not intend any longer 
to attempt to exercise jurisdiction over 
the waters of Behring's sea outside the 
three-: iie limit, litted out a large num- 
ber ot vessels for what they had every 
reason to believe was regarded by even 
the United States Government as a 
legitimate industry. They aro now, 
when it is too late, undeceived. Their 
.ships are seized without luw or right, 
and the government under whose flag 
they sail, appears powerless to protect 
them. 

Three years ago British vessels were 
seized in the same lawless manner and 
held because the United States Uovuru- 
meut is powerful enough to keep what 
it iuiquitoualy seized. British sub- 
jects have been reduced almost to beg- 
gary by the piratical act of the cruisers 
sailing under the American tiny, and yet 
the British Government has, as far as 
can be seen, done nothing towards pro- 
tecting their interests or righting the 
wrong they have suffered. How long 

is this to last? Is the British Hag to be 
always treated with contempt in the 
waters of the I'acilic ocean '.' 



THE (iUESSINU ORGAN. 

Tho organ of the Opposition says that

There is an ad- 
ditional reason why the Local Govern- 
moot of British Columbia' should have 
an influential voice in tin: appointment 
of county court judges. These officials 
are permitted lo act as provincial stip- 
endiary magist "iites as well as judges of 
the county courts. As remuneration for 
the performance of their duty us stipen- 
diary magistral/ I, eobli of the county 
court judges is paid live hundred dollars 
a year out of t.'ie provincial treasury. 
It will bo seen, then, that the Provincial 
Government are directly and peculiarly 
interested in having capable men ap- 
pointed to the ollice of county court 

judgOB. 

Tho Dominion Government, according 
to custom, and as a matter of something 
more than courtesy, therefore, consulted 
the Provincial Attorney-General re- 
specting the new appointments. The 
Times is of course wrong when it says 
that tho Government authorized the 
transmission of a niinuto of council to 

the Government of Canada recommend- 
ing the appointment of three gentlemen 
which it takes upon itself to name. A 
minute of council is not, required on 
such an occasion, the appointment of 
judges being a prerogative of the 
General "Government. But we un- 
derstand that the Attorney-General 
in compliance with the request 
from Ottawa submitted tho names of 
three members of the British Columbia 
Bar, but as our readers may readily 
conclude, the guess made by the Times 
is ogrogeously and ridiculously astray. 
The whole of the article is indeed a 
piece of editorial clap trap and shows 
that the organ's sources of information 
arc not t i be depended upon in the 
slightest degree. 



A SENSIBLE SEN ATOM. 

Senator Hoar, who is one of the com- 
mittee to enquire into the trade rela- 
tions between Canada and the United 
Stales, made since his return home a 
pleasant, sensible speech on Canada. 
The Senator has formed a very high 
opinion of this country and In- believes 
that it is advancing towards a high des- 
liny. But he is not one of those Amer- 
icans who would move heaven and 
earth to bring about the annexation of 
Canada with the United States. It is 
his opinion that Canadians should lie 
left to themselves to manage their own 
affairs in tho way which they consider 
beat calculated to advance their own in- 
terests. He considers u commercial 
union between the tw unities an im- 
possibility. 

"I do not think," he says, "that one 
tariff under two adniini.it rat ions can be 
•oiulucteil by two peoples like the peo- 
ple of the United States and Canada, 
mil 1 do not think it possible that the 
people of Canada can maintain a politi- 
cal relation with Great Britain and at 
the same time have absolute freedom of 
'.ommorcial intercourse with us, admit- 
ting our manufactures without a tax 
mil established as against the country 
if which they are a part, — a protective 
Hid still less an excluding tariff." 

This is common .-cum- ami the wonder 
is that any public man mi this side of 
the line who could be supposed to luv,'< 
ivtu an ordinary share ut political sa 
jacity could for a moment be blind to 
the insuperable objections to such a re 
lation being established between a for 
jigu country and a dependency of Great 
Britain. But it is evident thai Com 
mercial union which had not long ug< 
inch great attractions for a few unre 
lecting Canadians has now been rele 
^uted to the limbo of impracticable pro 
jects and impossible theories. 

Senator Hoar, however, does no' 
place the union of Canada with tin 
United States among the impossibilities 
He seems to consider that such a union 
if it ever takes place, will be brought 
about by a process akin to those o 
nature which human exertion can do 
little or nothing to help or to hinder 
He says of annexation : — 

" It will .-(Hue about, if at all, b\ 
reason of forces that will bring her to in 
if her own free will, The forces whicl 
ire to bring her to us are tube mtdti 
died with every invention, with every 
improvement in transportation, ivitr 
ivory cheapening of freight. The tele 
,'raph and telephone and the railroati 
iie pulling us with their mighty attrac- 
tion, and the common speech as Well Of 
tho common interests are pulling in tint 
-vay. But at the same time there are, 
is 1 have said, these obstacles which 
have been enough to keep ICuroiic 
livided into sixty nationalities, at tin' 
present time, with which we an- to con 
tend and which we must overcome be 
fore we acquire Cunadu." 

If Canada and the United States an 
to be drawn together by forces which 
ire irresistible, there is no more to be 
■aid. We must submit to our fate with 
die best grace we run. Hut thero are, 
is Senator Hoar hints, also repelling 
forces at work which, as I huy have beer, 
strong enough to keep neighbouring 
.unions apart in Europe, may have the 
sumo effect here. It scene that, so far. 
the counteracting forces arc the stronger, 
ml there is no telling how long the} 
nay retain thoir strength.

The masons are laying the foundation 
for the Industrial .School to be erected 
on the Indian reservation, and contrac- 
lor Ross expects to have the carpenters 
at work in n few days. 

The frame for the new Catholic Col- 
lege is now up and ready for lathing. 
It occupies a commanding site, ami 
when completed will lie an ornament to 
the new town. 

A public meeting of tho citizens of 
Kamloops will lie held in the Sentinel 
block on Tuesday evening next, to dis- 
cuss and arrange matters for the grand 
baseball tournament to be laid here 
in September next, [t is suggested by 
many that the tournament be held a 
• week earlier than last year, and this 
suggestion will probably be acted upon. 

On the up trip, hist week, of the 
steamer Marion to Revelstoke, a man 
from the Kootenay district, who was on 
his way up for treatment of mountain 
fever, died before reaching port. The 
remains were interred at Revelstoke. 

An accident of rather a serious nature 
occurred at Donald on Saturday morn- 
ing last to a little boy, son of Peter 
Hooley, boilormakorat theC.P'R. shops. 
Ho was playing on the track when a 
push-car came along and knocked the 
little fellow down and ran over him; 
mutilating his arm very badly. He was 
at once conveyed to the hospital and at- 
tended toby Dr. Richardson, and by 
this time he is progressing favorably. 
His family only recently arrived here. 

Bush tires prevail between Kam- 
loops and North Bend, the smoke from 
Which, mingled with the sinuliu arising 
from the fires farther west, seems to 
settle in the valley at Kamloops, and at 
times almost obscures the vision. The 
fires near at hand are supposed to have 
been act by Indians engaged in berry 
picking, who annually set lire to and 
burn large patches lor the purpose of 
giving the berry bushes a better oppor- 
tunity of spreading and thus increasing 
their income by I he sale of the fruit. 

On tho night of Monday, duly 15, at 
Kootenay, a hall fired from a rifle pas- 
sed through the window of Major ,1. G. 
Norris, piercing tho partition his bed 
was placed by and in which be was. 
sleeping at the time. The ball must 
have passed, judging by the marks, 
within four inches of where his bead 
rested on the pillow. Few will believe 
the shot was I bed with the purpose of 
taking Major Norris' life, tor he 
favorite with all in Kootenay.

CAPTURKD IN BBHRING'H SEA. 

The Scaling Schooner Black Diamond 
Seized by the Heronile Cutter Kttsli 
and Despatched to Sitka, 

Sunday evening considerable excite- 
ment wus caused in the city, more espe- 
cially in commercial circles, when it be- 
cunie known that the BOlilillg schooner 
Triumph had arrived in harbor bringing 
with her the news of tho capture of the 
schooner Black Diamond und her own 
narrow escape from the same fate. The 
particulars of the case are as follows: — 
At about six o'clock on the evening of 
the 1 1 th of July u steamer was sighted 
from the deck of the Triumph, und 
Captain McLean at once concluded that 
the vessel was a United States cutter, 
either the Hear or the Rush. The 
exact locality of his schooner 
at the time. Captain McLean 
did not know, but, as nearly as he could 
judge, he was 100 miles to the west- 
ward of St. George's Islands in Beliring 
Sea. The steamer followed ill his wake 
for two hours and at dusk came along- 
side and ordered him to heave to. Ho lit 
obeyed the order and a boat's crew 
with tho chief officer of tho Rush (Mr. 
Tllttlo) boarded her. The captain stood 
at the gangway and asked the officer his 
isoiiH for boarding tho schooner. The 
answer wus the production of written 
lers authorizing "the capture of any 
ssels illegally sealing in Beliring Sen." 
He then asked to bo allowed to search 
the ship and oil permission being ac- 
corded him he spent over half an 
hour with bis men in over- 
hauling the vessel. No Hud 
warded his search, however, the 
whole of the skins aboard hu'.ing been 
lexteroiisly hidden in time to avoid de- 
ection. When the search was con- 
ilmled the officer turned to Capt. Me- 
Lean, und ufter expressing his pleasure 
at not being under necessity to seize his 
ssel, informed him that ii few hours 
fine the Rush bad come up with und 
boarded the schooner Black Diamond. 
He had found aboard her 104 seal skins, 
and on discovering these had put the 
ond officer in charge and despatched 
the captured sealer to Sitka. Ho also 
stated that it was the intention of his 
ominiuider to capture every vessel 
illegally sealing in llelltillgn Sea and 
send them to American porta in charge 
of American officers. 

He then ordered his crew to return to 
the Rush, and as soon as they w ere 
aboard the steamer headed full speed 
away to the west.
